Girl Defends Mother. 

Persons in the crowd which had 
been attracted heard something said 
about a threat and saw Ursula step 
between her mother and Mrs. Cor- 
coran. “Don’t you dare to kill my 
mother,’ Ursula shouted, addressing 
Mrs. Corcoran. “You'll have to 
shoot me before you kill her.”’ 

Testimony began shortly before 
noon, when the jury had been finally 
selected and the witnesses called by 
both sides had been excluded from 
the courtroom. 

H. T. LaBonte, stenographer in 
the Coroner's office, read from his 
notes, taken at the Coroner’s in- 
quest into the death of Woodlock, 
the following statement of Ursula: 
“Il woke up. He had his hand over 
my mouth. He said ‘keep your trap 
shut,’ and carried me over to the 
bed. I had the revolver inside my 
kimono and when he put his hands 
on me and tried to hold me down, 
I took it out and fired.” She said 
she was facing Woodlock. 

Witness Tells of Threats. 

Threats alleged to have been made 
against the life of Woodlock by his 
wife and stepdaughter were men- 
tioned in the testimony of William 
F. Bright, 7001 Robin avenue, a 
plumbers’ helper, who was the firat 
witness called by the State after the 
Coroner's autopsy surgeon had rend 
his report of the post mortem opera- 
tion. 

Bright said that he lived at the 
time of the killing in a garage at 
5052 Wells avenue, which was used 
by Woodlock as a storage room for 
tools. The witness was employed by 
Woodlock at the time. 

One night about four months prior 
to the killing.

The decision said the cost of the 
unrestricted lease was 50 per cent 
greater than that of the restricted 
lease, the initial payments required 
on machinery to equip a factory be- 
ing $9810 for every 1000 pairs of 
shoes to be made daily. The Court 
pointed out that the International 
Shoe Co. of St. Louis, with a daily 
output of 62,000 pairs, would have 
to make an initial payment of more 
than $500,000 on the machinery nec- 
essary to equip its plant. It would 
then have only a leasehold on the 
machinery. 

Such royalty payments, the decis- 
ion said, would be prohibitive to a 
concern like the International Shoe 
Co. of St. Louis. 

The decision said that under its 
contracts the company reserved the 
right to raise the prices and royal- 
ties at any time and that this was 
unfair and should be enjoined. The 
Court also enjoined the company 
from enforcing the clause providing 
that it might terminate a lease at 
its own pleasure and it enjoined the 
clauses calling for royalty payments 
based on the number of pairs of 
shoes made on the leased machines 
and the clause requiring that al! ma- 
chine supplies be bought exclusive- 


ly from the company.

“Is that true?” the reporter asked 
Supt. Dwyer. 

“Well, we do use storage eggs, 
and some of them, of course are 
bad,” he replied. ‘‘Anyhow, the old 
theory that tubercular patients re- 
quire eggs and milk has been aban- 
doned, any good sustaining food will 
do for them.” 

Grand Jury at Hospital Today. 

The grand jury, in making its 
regular round of city institutions be- 
fore reporting Friday, today went to 
the Koch Hospital, accompanied by 
Circuit Attorney McDaniel and As- 
sistant Circuit Attorney Baer, and it 
was announced that they would in- 
quire, while there, into the patients’ 
charges. 

All grand juries visit Koch Hos- 
pital, and invariably make some rec- 
ommendations eoncerning it. The 
last one, which reported Jan. 30, 
characterized the practice of keeping 
advanced cases in the same ward 
with less serious ones as ‘‘frightful.” 
Eighteen recommendations for im- 
provements were made, including 
better washroom facilities, separate 
rooms for advanced cases, removal 
of smallpox and leprosy cases from 
the same grounds, more giversion 
for patients and nurses, a visiting 
medical staff and more modern 
methods. It also urged that the ap- 
propriation be increased. 

About 100 persons attended the 
budget hearing before the Board of 
Estimate and Apportionment last 
Friday and urged that an enlarged 
appropriation for additional facili- 
ties at the hospital be provided. 

Director of Public Welfare 
Schmoll, Hospital Commissioner 
Shutt and Dr. J. F. Bredeck, a physi- 
cian connected with the Tuberculosis 
Society, also visited the hospital to- 
day to investigate the charges in the 


Morahan resumed: “Another in- 
justice which we have to endure is 
the harsh treatment of ill-tempered 
nurses. About two years ago I saw 
a nurse strike a patient with a bed 
pan and punch him with her fists. 
He died the same afternoon. On 
another occasion when a patient was 
deliriqus and was strapped in bed, 
he kept trying to rise.

More is spent for food there than 
at the city hospital, in proportion to 
the number of patients, he said. 

Director Schmodli also expressed a 
belief that the complaint should not 
be taken too seriously. He said per- 
sons with tuberculosis were prone to 
brood over supposed wrongs, and to 
imagine they were being treated 
badly. 

Would Becorie Melancholy. 

He added, however, that if the 
statements contained in the com- 
plaint were true, such treatment 
would be enough to make the pa- 
tients melancholy if they were not 
already so. 

One paragraph in the letter, which 
was signed by 33 patients, said:

DENMARK TUESDAY 


————, 
Leaders Decide on Step After 
King and Ministry Refuse 
Compromise. 


COPENHAGEN March 31.-—A 
general strike will go into effect 
thfoughout Denmark -.on Tuesday 
next, following the rejection by King 
Christian and the new ministry of 
an offer by the trades unions to com- 
promise the political crisis, if the 
Rigsdag was convened immediate- 
ly. 
The strike was declared by the 
Trade Union Congress. 

All classes of the population are 
hoarding food, petroleum, candles 
and water. No serious trouble has 
developed as yet, as the police have 
been able to disperse hostile street 
crowds. 

Independent Socialists joined the 
Majority Socialists in demanding 
a general strike. The Liebe ministry 
issued an appeal to the populs- 
tion saying it will resign as soon as 
elections are over and the new Rigs- 
dag has met. 

There were lively scenes in the 
streets last night. Cries were raise 
of “Revolution!” “Down with the 
King!" “Long live the Danish r>- 
public?” These were intermingled 
with counter cries for the King. The 
appearance of two squadrons of hus- 
sars had a calming effect. Strong 
guards were posted outside the pai- 
ace. 

The Social Democratic parliamen- 
tary group has issued a manifesto 
protesting against the King’s dismis- 
sal of the Cabinet and sum ning 
the people at the elections to ver- 
throw his “reactionary designs." The 
manifesto says: 

“Our watchword is drastic demo- 
cratization of our constitution-——a re- 
public and a one-chamber system, 
with suffrage at the age of 71.”

LATEST NOTE TO 
ALLIES MADE PUBLIC 


He Doesn’t Deem it Advis- 
able That U. S. Should Be 
Represented Because Not 
Technically at War. 


By the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, March 31.—Frank 
expression of his belief that the 
Turks as a nation should be expelled 
from Europe, and that this “often 
expressed intention” of the _ allies 
should be carried out in framing 
the Turkish treaty, is contained in 
President Wilson’s note fo the allied 
leaders, replying to their recent 
statement of information concerning 
the progress made in framing the 
treaty. The note was made public 
here last night after the State Dee- 
partment had been informed that it 
'had been delivered to the allied Pre- 
miers. 

While the President did not deem 
it advisable that the United States 
| be represented in the conferences at 
| which the treaty was framed because 
this country never was technically at 
war with Turkey, he expressed the 
opinion that ‘‘as this Government is 
vitally interested in the future peace 
of the world, it should frankly ex- 
press its views on the proposed 80- 
| lutions of the difficult questions con- 
nected with the Turkish treaty.” 
| The President wrote that while the 
|strength of the arguments for reten- 
tion of the Turks in Constantinople 
‘was recognized, the American Gov- 
‘ernment believes “that the argu- 
'ments against it are far stronger.” 
|Approval of some of the territorial 
| phases and upon the whole economics 
| program was deferred, the note said, 
| pending more complete information 
\as to the object sought. 

The text of the American note fol- 

lows: 
TI have the honor to acknow- 
| ledge receipt of your excellen- 
| -ey’s note of March 12, relative 
to the conferences, retarding the 
peace treaty with Turkey and 
the present status of the negoti- 
ations between the principal al- 
lied Powers, and in reply to 
inform you that the President 
does not deem it advisable in 
the present circumstances that 
the United States be represented 
by a plenipotentiary at the con- 
ference. 

The President feels, however, 
| that as this Government is vital- 
| ly interested in the future peace 
of the world, it should frankly 
express its views on the pro- 
posed solutions of the difficult 
questions connected with the 
Turkish treaty. 

While it is true that the Unit- 
ed States of America was not at 
war with Turkey, yet it was at 
war with the principal allies of 
the country, and contributed to 
the defeat of those allies, there- 
fore, to the defeat of the Turk- 
ish Government, for that reason, 
too, it is believed that it is the 
duty of this Government to 
make known its views and urge 
a solution which will be just 
and lasting. 

Understands Arguments. 

“The Government of the Unit- 
ed States understands’ the 
strength of the arguments for 
the retention of the Turks at 
Constantinople, but believes that 
the arguments against it are far 
stronger and contain certain im- 
perative elements which it would 
not seem possible to ignore. It 
was the expressed intention of 
the allies that the anomaly of 
the Turks in Europe should 
cease, and it cannot be beligved 
that the feelings of the Moham- 
medan people who not only wit- 
nessed the defeat of the Turkish 
power without protest, but even 
materially assisted in the defeat, 
will so resent the expulsion of 
the Turkish Government as to 
make a complete reversal of 
policy on the part of the great 
Powers desirable or necessary. 

As to the line given as the 
southern frontier of Turkey, it 
is assumed that this boundary 
is meant to be the ethnilogical 
frontier of the Arab people, in 
which case, it is suggested cer- 
tain rectifications would seem 
necessary. If, however, other 
considerations entered into the 
choice of this line, this Govern- 
ment without any intention to 
criticise would appreciate being 
furnished with the arguments 
dictating such a choice. 

Russian Provision Approved. 

The Government of the Unit- 
ed States notes with pleasure 
that provision is made for Rus- 
sian representation on the in- 
ternational council, which it ts 
proposed shall! be established for 
the Government of Constan- 
tinople and the Straits. This 
Government is convinced that 
no arrangement that is now 
made concerning the Govern- 
ment and control of Constan- 
tinople and the Straits can have 
any element of permanency un- 
less the vital interests of Russia 
in those problems are carefully 
provided for and protected, and 
unless it is understood that 


Russia, when it has a Govern- 


heard in regard to the decisions 
now made. 


It is noted with pleasure that 
the questions of passages of war 
ships and the regime of the 
straits in war time are still 
under advisement as this Gov- 
ernment is convinced that no 
final decision should or can be 
made without the consent of 
Russia. 

As for Thrace, it would seem 
right that that part of East 
Thrace which is outside of the 
zone reserved for Constanti- 
nople, should become part of 
the kingdom of Greece with the 
exception of the northern part 
of that province. As this, the 
northern part is clearly Bul- 
garian in population, justice and 
fair dealing demand that the 
cities of Adrianople and Kirk 
Kilisseh and the surrounding 
territory should become part of 
Bulgaria. 

Not only is the claim of Bul- 


garia ‘worthy of most serious 
consideration on ethnic and his- 
torical grounds but it would 
also seem that Bulgaria is en- 
titled to have its claim to this 
territory favorably considered in 
«view of its having been com- 
pelled to surrender purely Bul- 
garian territory and many 


thousands of Bulgars on its 
Western boundary on no other 
grounds than the rather doubt- 
ful grounds of securing a 
strategic frontier for Serbia. 

More Information Asked. 

In connection with the pro- 
posed preferential right of the 
three great Mediterranean 
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powers to furnish advisers and 
instructors in certain zones, this 
Government feels that it is 
necessary for it to have more 
information as to the reason 
and purpose of such a plan be-

Method Is Suggested. 

In regard to the relinquish- 
ment by Turkey of her rights to 
Mesopotamia, Arabia, Palestine, 
Syria and the islands, this Gov- 
ernment suggests that the meth- 
od resorted to in the case of 
Austria be adopted: namely, 
that Turkey should place these 
provinces in the hands of the 
great Powers, to be disposed of 
as those Powers determine. 

In regard to the arrangements 
for Smyrna, this Government is 
not in a position to express an 
opinion, as the question is too 
important to be passed on with 
the limited information this 
Government has as to the ar- 
rangement contemplated and 
the reasons for the same. 

“The Government of the 
United States can quite under- 
stand the difficulties that have 
confronted the Supreme Council 


in dealing with the economic 
questions-that present them- 
selves for settlement in conne¢c- 
tion with this treaty. It is easy 
to see that the problems are 
complex and fruitrul of misun- 
derstanding because of the con- 
flicting interests involved, but 
this Government has every con- 
fidence that the problems wit be 
dealt with in a spirit of fair- 
_ hess and with scrupulous regard 
for the commercial interests of 
victor, vanquished and neutral. 
It is evident that there is yet 
much to be done before a com-

“Republic Impossible.”’ 

Of outstanding importance in the 
second day’s debate on the Dill 
péfore the overcrowded House 
of Commons yesterday, was Bonar 
Law's bold statement for the Gov- 
ernment that self-determination for 
southern Ireland was impossible be- 


cause it meant only a republic. As 
to dominion home rule, that meant, 
he said, conferring upon Ireland the 
status of dominions, saying: ‘Mr. 
Asquith speaks of dominion home 
rule, but dominion home rule means 
the right to decide their own des- 
tinies. To say he is prepared to

I agree 
with Lord Robert Cecil we should 
do what is right and trust to win- 
ning America’s respect, but it is not 
only America, but our self-govern- 
ing dominions which must be con- 
sidered.”’ 

Measure of Self Government. 

In brief, the leader of the house/ 
intimated that what would appease 
American as well as Dominion sen- 
timent was giving to Southern Ire- 
land a measure of self-government. 
which, he argued, was contained in 
the present bill.

Verdict of Carelessness in 
Death of Bricklayer at 
Natural Bridge and Taylor 


Avenues. 


A verdict declaring that Daniel W. 
Walker, 22 years old, of 5659 Maffitt 
avenue, was criminally careless, was 
returned by a Coroner’s jury today 
at the inquest over Augustus Angon, 
47 years old, of 4639 Natural Bridge 
avenue, a bricklayer, who was run 
down and killed at 6:15 p. m. yes- 
terday by a truck driven by Walker 


at Taylor and Natural Bridge ave- 
rues. Walker is a chauffeur for the 
Progressive Transfer Co., 620 South 
Seventh street. 

It was testified at the inquest that 
Anson crossed from the north to the 
scuth side of the street behind a 
westbound car which had stopped 
for passengers. An eastbound car, 
which reached the crossing about the 
same time, did not stop. Walker 
was driving his car alongside the 
eastbound car. 

Anson apparently saw the ap- 
proaching car, but it hid the truck 
from his view. He ran across the 
track in front of the car, but when 
he had cleared the track he was hit 
by the truck. His skull and several 
ribs were fractured and he died a 
few minutes later. 

Testimony of Girls tn Truck. 

Testimony that two young women 
were in the truck and that the truck 
was going more than twice ag fast 
as the eastbound car led to the 


| 
'criminal carelessness verdict. When 


arrested Walker did not mention the 
women in the truck. 

William O'Meara of 6613 St. Louis 
avenue, Walker’s helper, who was 
with him in the truck, testified that 
Walker was “giving two girls a 
ride.” He said they “picked up” the 
girls in the 4000 block on Natural 
Bridge avenue and took them sev- 
eral blocks west and then turned 
back as the girls said they wanted 
to get out at Newstead avenue, a 
block east of where the accident oc- 
curred. He said the girls were not 
talking to Walker or distracting him 
in any way. 

Ira Shoulders, motorman of the 
eastbound street car, testified that 
his car was going six miles an hour 
when Anson safely crossed in front, 
but was struck by the truck. J. A. 
Bristol, 352 North Spring avenue, a 
passenger on the eastbound car, tes- 
tifled that the truck was going more 
than twice as fast as the car.

power, or, in ita opinion, was dangerous to the exist- 
ing Government. If this rule had been applied in the 
past the republic would long ago have gone up in 
smoke and fire. Applied generally now, it will lead 
to revolution and chaos. 

Without representation, the only resort left for rad- 
icalism is revolution. Denial of representation on ac- 
count of opinion puts a potent argument in the 
mouths of the discontented.

Loyalty is a question to be determined by courts and 
juries under law. The loyalty of political opinion or 
of a party in the matter of its platform, unless coupled 
with violence or threats or arguments for violence, 
ought to be tried at the bar of public opinion and 
decided at the polls. The way to dispose of a po- 
litical party whose opinions or platforms we think 
to be disloyal and subversive of constitutional gov- 
ernment is to defeat it at the polls.

A REPUBLIC FOR DENMARK. 

The Progressive party's movement in Denmark for 
a republic may be only a form of political coercion 
to promote its ends in a parliamentary crisis. Never- 
theless the republican idea is entertained in consid- 
erable strength among all the Scandinavian peoples. 
But for the pressure exerted by the British, who had 
a married princess for whom they wished to provide, 
Norway would have been a republic at the time of its 
separation. Under the Swedish monarchy many re- 
actionary forms are perpetuated to which radical op- 
position has for years been growing. If the German 
republic survives present dangers and demonstrates 
its success, it probably will be only a few years be- 
fore the costly little Scandinavian monarchies will be 
ousted. 

The monarchial principle is undoubtedly seen at 
its best in Denmark, as compared with all other coun- 
tries. The caste system, seemingly an inevitable ad- 
junct of kingship, is there of small account. But roy- 
alty has outlived, not only the usefulness, but the 
picturesqueness it once had and the money it costs 
might much better be devoted to other purposes. The 
privilege of inheriting rulership as property is inher- 
ited has played out and if it comes to a choice be- 
tween sovietism and democracy, as it may if the Rus- 
sian experiment does not meet with early collapse, 
the royal personages will have to get out and earn a 
living.
